1910 Mrs Cicotte, wi Ci her son and 
other members of the company came 
to Harlem and took up homeT.cads in 
‘hat section. 

From time to time they went on 
tour and were known in Great Fa’is 
as early as 18 years ago when hey 
nlayed at the Grand theatre in such 
dramas as "The Third Degree," "Paid 
In Full" and "Bought and Paid For 
Occasionally the company went eas 
on chutauqua circuits, but was better 
known in (he northwest and in Can¬ 
ada. , 

The eompay played in White Sul- 
ohur Sprirt's last week and was in 
Great Fal’s enroute to Harlem when 
Gray became ill. He was taken to the 
hospital last Friday. Membe.s rf the 
company are .‘hall here.

ST ANDA HD FLOWERS 

The beginner is quite apt to l*o con 
fused by the great variety of flowers 
listed j n the catalogue. For his sake 
a few of the good tftanJard reliable 
sorts will be described in some detail. 
It is beat hit first to stick to some 
thing you know until you find soil and 
management more suitable to some 
Uian ethers Do not be afraid, h'.w 
ever, to tackle some new ones every 
year gradually building up your flow¬ 
er garden like the best and most in¬ 
teresting libraries with a few V.ow 
acquisitions each year. First of the 
flowers to go in will be the Sweet 
Peas. These are absolutely unrivall¬ 
ed for cutting, being delicately col¬ 
ored, long in in the stem and of de¬ 
lightful fragrance. Make a careful 
selection of colors and varieties and 
sow as early as possible, selecting the 
first pair of the garden that is fit to 
work. This flower requires open soil 
containing plenty of well-rotted vege 
tab'e material. It is advisable to dig 
a trench two feet deep. . In the hot 
tom of this put a layer of loose etuff. 
such as well-rotted manure or decay ¬ 
ed leaves. On top, place a ^ wo inch 
layer of good soil and plant the feed 
in tlt : 8 abut five inches apart grid- 
ually filling up the trench as the 
plartts grow. Th’s will induce deep 
root which is vita’ly nccespaiy to cor 
ry the Sweet Peas successfully thru 
the hot weather of summer. Provide 
at least hree or four feet of climbing 
material*.in the farm of brush, strings 
on old tennis net or poultry ‘netting 
Cosmos, late blooming and tall, v/ tli 
pink flowers, goes in as soon rs the 
garden is ready and also the muc* 
shorter yel’ow and orange flewe: inp 
Calendulas. Calopsis which como in 
bronze and ye’low and grow to med¬ 
ium height, is also sown at this time. 
These are all remarkably easy to 
gr,w. After danger of fros/bs about 
over one can put in Zinnias, flowers 
of red, yellow and bronze, Asters, 
blue white and pink, and Marigolds 
ydllow. All of these flowers sre of 
medium height. For short stuff a’ong 
the front of the border choose Alys- 
sum (White) and Lobelia (blue) or 
p&nlies which come in a great var¬ 
iety of colors. 

APPROVED VEGETABLE 
VARIETIES 

The secret of early and tender veg - 
etables is quick maturity. Anything 
that receives a check during growth 


wi’l be tougher <r lesn prolific than 
that Which comes on unhaltcd. To 
achieve tho desired result, keep 
things moving by frequeni. cu tlvali n 
watering if possible during dry wenth 
cr and an app ication or two of rome 
commercial fertiPzor rich in nltro 
gen. In ud'ng this fetilizer, however, 
bo careful that it does not actually 
touch the plant. Either rake it in 
close beside or under the seed, or bet 
ter still, dissolve in water about p 
handful to the gallon of water, and 
apply in this way.

Where one does 'not want to 
go to the troub’c of providing a hot I 
bed fair succcsi is achieved by plant¬ 
ing flowering and vegetable reeds In • 
shallow boxes inside. These Should be i 
filled with light soil and well watered ! 

Plant the seed in rows about an | 
‘nch apart and then cover with burlap | 
or other coarse material, before 
watering. The burlap will prevent the [ 
water washing out the seeds and 
will also stimulate germination. Place 
the boxes in some warm, dark place 
and as soon as the plants show the 
first signs of life, remove the burlap 
and put boxes in some bright window 
Tt is best to have a bouble window 
but if this Is not available keep boxes 
at least six inches from the g’ass, 
particularly at night, as they are liab 
lc to suffer from cold. When the sec 
ond set of leaves develops, transplant 
to larger quarters and harden by ex¬ 
posing gradually to the outdoors be¬ 
fore permanently plmtin^ outs'de.

Wash.-The oleomargar¬ 
ine bl’l, proponing a tax of 15c pe.* 
pound on all butter substitutes sol l 
within the state, became law Marc’i 
9, when it was signed by Governor 
Roland Hartley. The bill, carrying a i 
emergency clause which is as followr, 
becomes effective immediately. 

"Wherna the revenues of the ntata 
are insufficient to support 'he rftatc 
government and its existing public 
inrtltutions as at present organized 
and this act wiill furnish additional 
and necessary revenues now require I 
by th's rta'te, and will aid in the im¬ 
mediate pfr-eservP.tion of the public 
henlth. peace and safety, support of 
the state government and its exl.otng 
public institutions, and shall tako 
effect immediately." 

In accordance with the new law. 
in add'ton to the taxes already pro¬ 
vided for by law. every distributor 
engaged 4n the sale of butter substit¬ 
utes shall render a sworn statement 
to the director of agriculture of the 
stete of Washington on the 15'h day 
of each month, showing the quant r ttes 
of a’l brV.er substitutes sold by him 
in the s*nte di^'ng the preceding cal ¬ 
endar month, and pay an excise t^x 
of 15 oettts per pound on all butter 
substitutes sold as shown by the stat 
ement.—Market Examiner.

ECZEMA 

Eczema is an inflammation of the 
skin accompanied by itching and burn 
ing. There arc many forms of inflam 
at!on of the skin, the most common 
of which ia eczema or salt-rheum. It 
occurs frequently among babies and 
old people. 

As in any other inflammation, there 
is redness of the part. The redness 
increases if the part is irritated. The 
part itches and sometimes the i'ching 
is almost unbearable. 

Eczema may be limfted to one area 
such as the face, or the hands, or the 
sca p, or it may spreur to several 
parts of toiie body. 

An inflammation of the skin may 
follow some irritation from outside. 
Tf the hair-brush Strikes the ear re¬ 
peatedly, it may set up an inflamma 
Hon of the skin of the ear. 

The inflammations of the skin which 
are difficult to deal wtth are those 
which ate due to some internal condi¬ 
tion. Thii difficulty in treating lies 
•n the fact that It is uot easy to find 

le cause, and it is impostible to treat 
any condition piopcily until the cause 
is known. Proper treatment always 
alms at the removal rf the cau-e 
otherwise tho court tion is 44 ot cured 
snd will likely recur. 

Improper diet or inability t , digest 
^ood properly may cause eczema. Ip 
such cases it is the diet which must 
be corrected, or the digestive system 


cared for. In babies, if there is too 
much fat in the diet or if the baby is 
constipated, eczema may appear as a 
symptom. 

The sk n of some persons is partic¬ 
ularly sensitive to certain factors 
! Which, in their cases, act as irritants 
i and set up an inflammation of the 
skin. 

Some people can use only the mild¬ 
est of soaps; others cannot wear flan 
nel next to the skin without having 
trouble. 

Workers in certain industries, whose 
hands and wrists are exposed to met 
als, may have skin trouble. 

Eczema is also associated with what 
is called a generally run -down condi¬ 
tion. The perron whose health has 
suffered because of worry, lack r .t 
s'cer* •tr fresh air. a from any other 
condition which lowers ’hi* genera!
